Coldwater, Mich., Oct. 4— (ZP) 
— Michigan taxpayers are “pay­ 
ing heavily for an Inefficient ad­ 
ministration which has failed aits 
simplest duty in taking care of 
the mentally deficient.” William 
A. Comstock, the Democratic can­ 
didate for governor, declared in 
an address here tonight. 
Stating that one of the biggest 
jobs the state has to undertake 
is the care of its cltisens who are,

Expulsion of four members was 
announced last night and today the 
name of the fifth was erased from 
the rolls. 
The deposed men were former 
members of Local 376, New York, 
the charter of which was revoked 
for alleged irregularities by the 
general board of the brotherhood, 
and until their expulsion had been 
members of Local 1164, New York. 
They are Morris Rosen, Nathan 
Rosen, his brother; Thomas Schnei­ 
der. former member of Local 2090; 
Robert Golden and Joseph Lapidas. 


Associated W ith Russia? 


The vote for expulsion was unan­ 
imous in each instance. 
Morris Rosen, at the request of 
President William L. Hutcheson 
and Secretary Frank Duffy, was 
granted the floor to state his case, 
although under the rules he was 
not eligible to speak, as he was 
not a delegate. 
Rosen charged the 
charter of Local 376 had been re­ 
voked under guise of irregularities 
and that the local had been perse­ 
cuted. 
Secretary Duffy then set forth 
the history of the trouble. 
Rosen 
had been a candidate for general 
president four years ago. 
Duffy 
linked Rosen with the Trade Union 
Education League and the Work­ 
ers’ Communist party, which, he

Rosen and the four others ex­ 
pelled were given a safe conduct 
by the delegates until they left 
Lakeland. 
The convention today 
approved a recommendation that 
the national home, an investment 
of more than $3,000,000, be opened 
January I to retired carpenters 
and that the pension fund of the 
brotherhood 
b e g i n 
functioning 
April I, next. 
The pension is $15 
a month.

SON OF LATE 
GEN. OBREGON 
WOUNDS SELF 


. HI NT AT SUICIDE; 
MAY HAVE BEEN 
ACCIDENTAL 


Mexico

4— (ZP)-— 
Humberto Obregon, 21, eldest son 
of the late General Alvaro Obre­ 
gon, was expected at the White 
Cross hospital 
here 
to 
recover 
from a bullet wound in his left 
breast inflicted in the early hours 
of this morning. 
In the meantime two explana­ 
tions have been 
made 
of 
the 
wound, one, by friends, that he 
shot himself 
in 
an 
attempt at 
suicide, and another, by the po­ 
lice, 
that 
he 
accidentally shot 
himself. 
The generally accepted version 
of the shooting is that between 
two and three o’clock this morn­ 
ing young Obregon was returning 
from a ball 
with 
a 
group 
of 
friends, among them a Senorita 
Florita Vega, 
described 
as 
his 
fiancee. Their automobile stopped 
in front of the residence of Fer­ 
nando Torreblanca, where Hum­ 
berto was to spend the night. 
The youth had left the automo­ 
bile and was walking toward the 
house when he was seen to fire a 
pistol which he held in his hand 
some say, aiming it at his heart. 
Shot Him self? 
The friends assisted him to the 
White Cross hospital where it was 
found that the bullet entering the 
left breast had been deflected by 
a rib before it reached his heart. 
Here the friends are said to 
have given their version of the 
shooting, declaring 
that 
young 
Obregon had shot himself and as­ 
signing 
as 
a 
reason a growing 
despondency since the death of 
his father last summer. Previous­ 
ly, however, police headquarters 
had given 
out 
a 
statement In 
which it was said he had fallen to 
the ground as a result of a slight 
accident 
earlier, 
and 
had 
dis­ 
charged the gun accidentally In 
his fall. 
For several hours after the 
shooting all Information was with­ 
held at both hospital and police 
headquarters 
and 
the 
wildest 
rumors were afloat, that there had 
been an attempt at assassination, 
that he had fought a duel, and 
that he had died as a result of the 
wound. 
These were all later de­ 
nied, although such information 
as did issue took the two contra­ 
dictory forma. 
Young Obregon 
has recently 
taken up aviation and has made 
several flights about Mexico City.

Yankee Stadium, New York, Oct. 4— (AP)—For a crew of 
cripples and invalids, there’s still quite a kick in the old Yan­ 
kee boat load. 
Opening fire where they left off last year, the world’s 
champions New York Americans, behind the brilliant sharp­ 
shooting of Waite Hoyt, shelled the St. Louis Cardinals into 
submission by a score of 4 to I in the opening game of tho 
1928 world series. 
Before a crowd of 61,425 that fell far short 
of record 
breaking expectations, Hoyt held the Cardinals to three hits, 
one of them a home run by Jim Bottomley, while the big! 
guns of the Yankees man o’war, Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig and 
Bob Meusel, fired the shots that routed Willie Sherdel, clev­ 
e r St. Louis southpaw’, 
and 
the National League cham­ 
pions. 
They may be limping a bit 
on the field, these Yankees, 
while their more severely in­ 
jured mates [ire on the side­ 
lines, but there is nothing the 
matter with 
their 
batting 
eyes when hits count. 
The 
pitching staff may be cut tm 
pieces but with Hoyt around 
to do a full day’s work, there 
is at least one mighty right 
arm left to repel any board­ 
ing party in sight or spike the 
enemy’s guns. 
With one of the 
best 
world 
series games he has ever pitched 
and he has turned in a number 
of sparkling 
performances—Hoyt 
spiked all the Cardinal Big Berthas 
today with the exception of Bot­ 
tomley. 
Sunny Jim’s homer into 
the right center section of the out­ 
field bleachers mis a robust clout. 
in the ;>>vetith inning. 
He also 
pan chon out a line single in the 
ninth as a farewell shot but other­ 
wise the only Cardinal to hit safe­ 
ly was George Washington Harper, 
wha singled in the fifth for the first 
enemy blow. 
Make Blows Count 
Not a Cardinal foot trod as far 
as second base. 
The Yankee ace 
was a trifle wild, especially in the 
last few innings when he seenitsl 
to tire, hut he was masterful in 
such few pinches as he experienc­ 
ed, including the eighth, when the 
Cards rushed in reserves but got 
nothing more than a base on balls 
for their exertion. 
Although Hoyt 
faced only 32 batsmen and struck 
out six, twice fanning the slugging 
outfielder star, Chick Hafey. 
The Yankees, for their part in 
the skirmish, didn’t do a great deal 
with tho southpaw slants of Sher­ 
del. 
in fact, they connected for 
only four safe blows in the seven 
innings that Willie toiled on the 
mound but they made these pay 
heavy dividends.

hitting results off Sherdel, to dem­

The prince wept home, the lega­ 
tion said, because his visit was 
ended. While in Paris, he did not 
stop with his brother Carol, but 
at a hotel.

In many parts of the world be­ 
cause they are being im itated so 
easily, jew elers say. 
Synthetic rubies and sapphires 
are made by means of reducing 
bits of ruby and sapphire to a Very 
fine powder. 
The powder is then 
reassembled and stones of alm ost 
any alae can be mad*). 
The art of making these syn­ 
thetic stones 
has 
reached such 
perfection that they can be de­ 
tected only with the aid of a mi­ 
croscope. 
They contain 
m inute 
air particles which are absent in w 
genuine stones. 
Diam onds continue to baffle the 
fakers. 
Various 
chem ists 
have 
tried to make synthetic diam onds 
and one or tw o have succeeded. 
The diamonds w ere so sm all, how ­ 
ever, that the process has no com ­ 
mercial 
value. 
The 
synthetic 
stones were about the size of a 
pin head and cost more to m ake 
than the price of a genuine stone.

“It has often 
been 
said 
that 
there is plenty of copper under 
ground. 
That is absolutely true. 
Moreover, in the past when cop­ 
per consumption 
has 
increased 
and prices have strengthened, pro­ 
duction has equally speeded up, 
not only in this country but all 
over the world. 
Soon we have 
had 
over-production, 
which 
in 
turs has dem oralized the market 
and put 
the 
copper 
companies 
back into the 
red 
ink 
column. 
Now, however, there is a new fac 
tor. 
The Copper Export Associa­ 
tion, formed a few years ago, is 
beginning to make its influence 
felt. 
It Is 
an 
organization 
of 
American copper producers asso­ 
ciated with whom are certain for­ 
eign producers and sellers. 
Under 
the provisions of th e Webb Pom- 
ercne Act it is perm itted to estab­ 
lish the export price of copper. 
This 
it 
has 
done 
successfully. 
Also, through voluntary co-opera­ 
tion of leading American produc­ 
ers the dom estic output of copper 
has not been allowed to glut the 
m arket. 
“To be sure production has in­ 
creased quite substantially during 
1928. 
For the eight m onths end­ 
ed August 30, th e total new sup­ 
ply 
was 
1,700,192,000 
pounds 
compared 
with 
1,678,743,000 
pounds for the 
same 
period 
in 
1927. 
The production in August 
showed a gain over last year of 
20.000,000 pounds. 
It cannot be 
said, therefore, th a t 
the 
lid 
is 
clamped down on domestic output. 
The response to higher prices has 
been a substantial gain in produc­ 
tion. 
“ On the other hand, this in­ 
crease in output is not in propor­ 
tion to the increase in demand, 
both domestic and foreign. 
For 
illustration, during the month of 
August, 255,000,000 
pounds 
of 
copper were consumed by domes­ 
tic industries, and export demand, 
whereas the total new supply was 
only 228,000,000 pounds. 
More­ 
over, In every 
m onth 
of 
1928 
since January 
consum ption 
has 
exceeded production by a substan­ 
tial margin. 
“The consequence of this situ­ 
ation coupled with increasing for­ 
eign shipments is, very naturally, 
a diminishing supply. 
Stocks of 
refined copper on hand September 
I were at low levels, amounting 
to 
somewhat 
over 
109,000,000 
pounds. 
At the present rate of 
shipment this Represents not more 
than two 
weeks* 
requirements. 
From all indications the month of 
September will show the greatest 
copper production of any Septem­ 
ber in history. 
At the same time 
the indications are also that de­ 
mand will be shown to have ed- 
ceeded 
production 
by 
approxi­ 
mately the same margin that it 
has in recent months. 
Gin Prices Be Stabilised? 
“The thing which the leading 
copper Interests are most anxious 
to achieve right now la price sta­ 
bilisation. 
They 
clearly 
under­ 


stand that a run away copper m ar­ 
ket is the last thing to be desired. 
W hile 15H e copper beings w ith it 
a substantial increase in produc­ 
tion, they know th a t 17c copper 
would bring on an avalanche of 
over-production. 
Sm all high cost 
mines that are not now operating 
would tem porarily 
open 
up 
in 
great numbers. 
Furtherm ore, too 
high prices would be sure to check 
the demand and encourage the use 
of substitutes. 
Also it would not 
take long for 
labor 
to 
become 
very uneasy if it saw the compan­ 
ies selling on a high profit margin. 
Already there is increased wage 
agitation among the m iners. From 
every point of view, therefore, it 
is for the best interests of the 
copper industry th a t prices of the 
metal be prevented 
from 
rising 
too high. 
“ Admittedly, it is 
a difficult 
thing to prevent price inflation in 
a commodity when the dem and is 
so insistent. 
The character of re­ 
cent buying indicates an abandon­ 
m ent of the hand-to-m outh m eth­ 
od on the part of many consum ­ 
ers. 
Instead the tendency Is to­ 
ward buying heavily in excess of 
current requirem ents. 
This is a 
situation that it is difficult to con­ 
trol. 
Authorities 
seriously 
dis­ 
agree as to the 
exact 
price 
at 
which copper can be stabilized 
under present conditions. 
Doubt­ 
less the mine officials them selves 
would like very much to know. 
The average opinion of authori­ 
ties, 
however, 
would 
probably 
place the figure a t 1 4 H e to 15H e

Substantially 
higher 
figures invite a 
price 
reaction 
through 
over-production; 
and 
lower would result in insufficient 
production. 
T here is the possi­ 
bility, however, that the decline 
in building operations which was 
noted in August may take some 
of the keen edge off th e copper de­ 
mand in the 
next 
few 
months. 
Building Is one of th e three larg­ 
est consumers of copper, account­ 
ing for approxim ately 280,000,000 
pounds annually. 
If th e recent 


decline in building Is more than 
tem porary it will constitute one 
restricting influence on 
the 
de­ 
mand. 
At any rate the copper in­ 
dustry as a whole will be perm a­ 
nently better off if prices can be 
stabilized somewhere around cur­ 
rent levels than if they are sub­ 
jected to speculative inflation. 
W here O ur Copper Goes 
“ Copper has literally hundreds 
pf uses, but the three m ost im ­ 
portant are In the m anufacture of 
electrical equipm ent, autom obiles, 
and building. 
It so happens that 
these three industries, which by 
the way rank 
among 
the 
four 
greatest in the country, have been 
experiencing great prosperity this 
year. 
W hen 
we 
consider th at 
every horsepower added 
to 
the 
nation’s electric generating capa­ 
city 
requires 
approxim ately 
84 
pounds of copper we see w hat the 
expansion in the electrical equip­ 
m ent means to the copper indus­ 
try. 
In 
1927 
for 
illustration, 
1,250,000 
horsepower 
was 
in­ 
stalled in 
our 
factories. 
That 
means 105,000,000 pounds of cop­ 
per 
for 
new 
industrial 
power 
alone in 1927. 
The total for the 
past 
seven 
years 
is 
8,000,000 
horsepower. 
There 
is 
now ap­ 
proximately 3,000,000,000 pounds 
of copper in use in the production 
and distribution of electric power 
in this country alone. 
This does 
not include millions of telephone 
and telegraph lines or the electri­ 
cal 
apparatus 
and 
equipm ent 
^hipped to foreign countries. The 
'annual requirem ents of the elec­ 
tric industry today are in excess 
of 800,000,000 pounds. 
A utom o­ 
biles, now in the hey-day of pros­ 
perity, are taking annually in the 
neighborhood 
of 
300,000,000 
pounds of copper. Building, which 
up until August this year had ex­ 
ceeded all previous records in vol­ 
ume, requires annually over 280,- 
000,000 pounds. 
There are many 
other im portant copper consum ers 
such as shipbuilding, locomotives, 
railw ay cars and bearings, besides 
the 
m anufacture 
of 
num erous 
brass and copper products for do­ 
mestic use and export. 
Of the 
three great copper consum ing in ­ 
dustries the only one showing a 
downward tendency is building; 
and w hether this decline is tem ­ 
porary or of longer duration can­ 
not be confirmed until later infor 


alation is received. 
“ Regardless of w hat th e imme­ 
diate future of copper prices may 
be, and this will bb determ ined 
largely by the am ount of specula­ 
tive buying th at takes place; the 
long-term prospects for future ex­ 
pansion of the industry are excel­ 
lent. 
This is because of the new 
discoveries and inventions along 
electrical lines. 
The potentialii- 
ties of radio, television, telepho­ 
tography, u ltra, violet 
ray 
ma- 
cnmes, synchronized talking mo­ 
vies, household labor saving de­ 
vices, autom atic electrically oper­ 
ated garages, and many other in­ 
ventions are trem endous. 
Public 
utility expansion both here and 
abroad will be one of the great 
developments of the next twciity- 
hve years.

trem ists suggested th e need of a 
guillotine for ty ra n ts and nam ed 
W ashington as th e w orst of these. 
Jefferson recounted, not w ithout 
satisfaction. 
W ashington’s 
re ­ 
m ark th a t he never but once re ­ 
g retted accepting a second term , 
and th a t w as every m om ent since 
he had done so. 
He declared he

Jefferso n w as equally assailed 
in vilest fashion, denounced as an

H is fla ir for ingenious

H am ilto n n e v e r O rganiser. 


H am ilton kept a cool eye on 
p rac tica l th in g s 
and 
organized 
steadily w here the resu lts would 
tell. 
H e know the dubious points 
in th e constitutional plan of elec­ 
tion abd had observed th a t 
in 
1792, for Instance, th e G overnor 
of M assachusetts 
had 
protested 
th a t no au th o rity could

Gypsy King Objects 
to Loss of Freedom 


Budapest OP)—Glng Ratc-Laee. 
absolute monarch of Hungary’s 
Gypsy realm, informed the Asso­ 
ciated Press during a recent audi­ 
ence, that 
he 
would vigorously 
oppose the government’s decision 
to make citizens out of his 76,000 
subjects without due notice. 
King Ratz-Lace is the 36th de­ 
scendent of the first King Batz 
who reigned 
over the central 
European Gypsies in the 9th cen­ 
tury. 
His father was 
the 
late 
King Ratz-Pall who lived to be 
more than IOO years old and was 
a famous musician. 
The Associated Press correspon­ 
dent was received by the present 
king at his villa near Budapest. 
The ruler conversed in fluent Eng­ 
lish and expressed chagrin over 
the new law designed to assimi­ 
late 
the 
freedom-loving gypsies 
and deprive him of ills throne. 
"I am the ruler of 75,000 gyp­ 
sies,’’ he said, "and my subjects 
have been required to transfer 
their allegiance to the Hungarian 
state. 
I don’t mind so long as the 
law ensures political freedom to 
the members of my race. 
"The trouble is that 
we 
are 
supposed to become regular law­ 
abiding citizens over 
night 
and 
adopt new employment. This will 
be difficult for there is something 
in gypsy temperament that rebels 
at a settled and peaceful life. Our 
people have led 
a 
free life for 
centuries under the 
open 
skies 
We live as our ancestors did a 
thousand years ago."

Rise in Prices 
of Cuban Cigars 


Havana (VPV-—Considerable re­ 
sentm ent has been evidenced by 
Cuban cigar m akers over reports 
circulated in the United States 
th a t the famous H avana weed is 
ascending In price and declining 
In quality. 
A survey of several large cigar 
factories here and interviews arith 
ow ners indicate veracity in the re­ 
port th a t prices are now higher, 
but Havana cigars, notw ithstand­ 
ing reports, are improved both in 
size and in the grade of filler and 
w rapper tobacco used. 
Frequent 
statistical 
reports 
relative to "tw isted tobacco”— or 
cigars— show that m anufacturers 
have doubled the price of their 
product. 
This is naturally taken 
as an indication of duplication of 
prices on the 
same 
commodity. 
but m anufacturers show that the 
old product is no longer exported 
and that in place of the former 
H avana "cheap” only the more ex­ 
pensive shapes and sizes are going 
abroad. 
It is pointed out that duties in 
nearly all foreign m arkets are ap­ 
plied to weight 
and 
the 
better 
shape of Havana cigar takes 
tariff of 40 iwr cent of its original 
cost, whereas in the cheap sizes it 
is almost IOO per cent. 
Conse 
quently the smoker who Is accus 
turned to log I priced cigars con 
tinu*s to smoke the better Hava 
nas and at an increased price; of 
but one lo two cents per cigar.

Dominant Issues. 
The dominant issues 
in

some other methods. 
3. Perm Relief— which means 
Pot only the expression of sym­ 
pathy for the disorganised condi­ 
tion of our agriculture but also 
aome plan that holds out hope of 
better conditions. 
4. The Personalities of the two 
Candidates—their respective 
ca­ 
pacity to administer the Job b t 
chief executive and their knowl­ 
edge of government, their record 
In the past and the likelihood that 
each would be able to handle his 
own party and to assume leader­ 
ship in legislation. 
Other Question Subordinate. 
In one form or 
another 
the 
foregoing issues are discussed on 
every side and the 
accumulative 
effect of the discussion has been 
to subordinate all other questions. 
The religious 
issue 
has 
many 
ramifications, the 
most 
signifi­ 
cant of which is that the Repub­ 
lican managers are as much trou­ 
bled by the prospect 
of 
losing 
Catholic Republican votee as the 
other aide ie concerned with the 
loss 
of 
protestant 
Democratic 
votes. The sensitiveness of 
the 
electorate on tho religious ques­ 
tion is not easy to describe bat 
it is causing aa immense shifting 
e t votes. 
It Is not merely that 
there are thousands of Catholics 
ordinarily Republican 
who 
feel 
that they must vote for a co-re­ 
ligionist but there are thousands 
who have been provoked by the 
reports that the south ordinarily 
Democratic is going to discrimin 
ate against Smith because of his 
religion.

Expulsion of four members was 
announced last night and today the 
name of the fifth was erased from 
the rolls. 
* 
The deposed men were former 
members of Local 376, New York, 
the charter of which was revoked 
for alleged irregularities by the 
general board of the brotherhood, 
and until their expulsion had been 
members of Local 1164, New York. 
They are Morris Rosen, Nathan 
Rosen, his brother; Thomas Schnei­ 
der, former member of Local 2090; 
Robert Golden and Joseph Lapidas. 
Associated With Russia? 
The vote for expulsion was unan­ 
imous in each instance. 
Morris Rosen, at the request, of 
President William L. Hutcheson 
and Secretary Frank Duffy, was 
granted the floor to state his case, 
although under the rules he was 
not eligible to speak, as he was 
not a delegate. Rosen charged the 
charter of Local 376 had been re­ 
voked under guise of irregularities 
and that the local had been perse­ 
cuted. 
Secretary Duffy then set .forth 
the history of the trouble. Roeen 
had been a candidate for general 
president four years ago. aD ufly 
linked Rosen with the Tradcrunion 
Education League and the Work­ 
ers’ Communist party, which, he 
said, are controlled

Shot Himself? 
The friends assisted him to tbs 
White Cross hospital where it 
found that the bullet entering the 
left breast bad Seen deflected by 
a rib'before it reached bls heart. 
Here the friends are said 
have given their version of tho 
shooting, declaring 
that 
young 
Obregon had shot himself and as­ 
signing 
as s reason a growing 
despondency since the death o f1 
his father last summer. Previous­ 
ly, however, police headquarters 
had given 
out 
a 
statem ent In 
whleh it was said he had fallen to 
the ground as a result of a slight 
accident earlier, and 
had dis­ 
charged the gun accidentally in 
his fall. 
For several hours after the 
shooting all information was with­

Synthetic rubles aud sapphires 
are made by means of reducing 
bits of ruby and sapphire to a very 
fine powder. The pow der is then 
reassembled and stones of alm ost 
any size can he made. 
The a rt of m aking /these syn­ 
thetic stones 
has 
reached such 
perfection th a t they can be de­ 
tected only with the aid of a mi­ 
croscope. 
The? contain m inute 
air particles which are abeent in 
genuine stones. 
Diamonds continue to baffle 
fakers. 
Various 
chem ists 
hsv 
tried to make synthetic diamond*' 
and one or tw o have succeed** 
The diam onds w ere so sm all, how­ 
ever, th a t tho process has no com­ 
mercial 
value. 
The .synthetic 
stones were about the sis# of a 
din head aud coat more to make 
than the pries of a genuine stone.
